Extends His Thanks for the
Hearty Reception

Paris Full oC Visitors from tile Prov
iiiees unit Elsewhere Who Will
Take Part in tIle Fetes In Honor
of the Czar Forty Thousand Peo
pie IVnlUliigr the Streeta Having
Been Unable to Secure Aecommo-

thttionn

PORTSMOUTH Oct 4The special
train rom Ballater Scotland bearing
the czar and czarina and the members-
of their suites arrived here at 530
oclock this afternoon Their majesties
appeared none the worse for their long
journey from the highlands where they
had been the guests of the queen at
Balmoral Everything was in readi ¬

ness here for their departure for Cher-
bourg

¬

and a fine display of flags etc
was made in honor of the brief visit
of their majesties

A large detachment of troops was
present to act as a guard of honor and
when the czar and czarina appeared-
the military bands played the Russian
national anthem

The Right Hon George J Goschen

curiosity left the man undisturbed m
the solitude of an old hovel which he
had rented in the lonesome outskirts of
the hamlet The hut gradually be ¬

came surrounded with an air of mys ¬

tery The dweller rarely visited the
village and then only for the neces-
saries

of life which he seemed to have
plenty of money to pay for One
night in the early part of last week
several boys were passing the place
when they were terrified by prolonged-
and bloodcurdling human ravings
The old man was never again seen
alive Afraid of the scoffs of the in-

credulous
¬

the boys held their silence
but the deserted appearance of the old
hut finally attracted attention and an
Investigation Was started There was
only one room In the house and when
the door was broken In the old man
was found lying dead chained to a
post with a locked chain The con ¬

dition of the body told of a death
struggle most horrible and the doc-
tors

ascribed death to hydrophobia-
Just outside of the hovel was found
the body of a big St Bernard dog
the sole companion of the recluse the
beasts death having bee caused oy
an ax wound In the head

The supposition is that the brute
went mad and bit his master The old
man realizing that death was inevi-
table

had locked himself in when he
felt the madness coming on chained
himself fast locked his fetters with a
padlock and threw the key away Bur
led under the floor of the hovel was
found 513000 in sold There was noth-
